Primitive Forests. 


Prince Schwartzenberg, in Bohemia, has 


forty or fifty thousand acres of primitive 
forest, averaging over a hundred cords of 
wood to the acre. 
In many localities in the 


interior of the forests the trees stand in 
straight lines, from 150 to 200 feet long, as 
it plantedso. 
These lines show where some 


departed giants have fallen, the seeds ger- 
minating more readily in the mouldering 
substance of the decaying veterans than in 
the deep vegetable soil. Some of tlie pines 
are from 300 to 500 years old. One of 
the finest of the firs, ten feet in diameter, at 
six feet from the ground, was blown down 
lately; it contained twenty-five cords of 
wood.

understand the material facts iu all their 
important aspects. A wilder, weaker or 
more wicked scheme was hardly ever con- 
jured up by the excited brain of man, and 
the only surprise is that a project so mani- 
festly instigated by n reckless and unbalan- 
ced mind eould have found even onemorbid 
enthusiast or fanatical follower to have be- 
lieved in its possibility, much less its prac- 
ticability. 
No better"evidence of the mad 


delusion of those who engaged in it could 
be furnished than the fact that so small a 
band should have combined together and 
staked their lives upon a venture which, 
according to every human calculation, affor- 
ded no chance of escape. The most desper- 
ate men really prize life o-s much as the 
prudent, and count the perils as carefully. 
In this instance they ru<hed ou to death,_ 
seeking, as it were, an imaginary crown of 
martyrdom as the only reward of their rash 
daring. 


But whether sane or crazed, ihe crime 


against society and the laws is the same in 
i£ public relation. The unfortunate men 
who undertook this crusade aimed a deadly 
blow at both, and voluntarily asi-umcd a 
position which deprives them of sympathy, 
and denies them toleration. Tt is not for 
us to scrutinize the motives which may have 
instigated an enterprise, already stained 
alike with innocent and guilty blood. 
If 


Brown, the acknowledged leader, has griefs 
to redress, and wrongs to revenge in Kansas, 
and against "border ruffians," as is admit- 
ted he had, it is not pretended he hail any 
provocation from the peaceable people of 
Harper's Ferry, who wore roused from 
their midnight Sabbath sleep to confront 
armed intruders, and hurried off as prison- 
ers, with threats of a wor>c fate.

over one hundred men, all mounted, and

Three cheers were 


given to the Gettysburg delegation, which 
was answered by a beautiful air played by 
the Band. 
The escort then took the head 


of the procession, and the entire body pro- 
ceeded on its way to Petersburg. It arriv- 
ed about (i o'clock, and paraded the entire 
length of the Main street, as per arrange- 
ment; then returned and was dismissed 


for supper. 


At 7} o'clock, it was re-formed, and con- 


sisted of several hundred persons. 
The 


town was beautifully illuminated—some of 
the houses being very tastefully and beauti- 
fully decorated. Flags were flung across 
the street at ten or a dozen points, and rich 
and luxuriant wreaths adorned almost every 
window—showing that, the Ladies of the 
District had given their valuable aid to the 
adornment of the place. 
The procession 


marched to the music of the two Bands in 
attendance—that of Petersburg, and that of 
Gettysburg.

per hour, will afford as much light as one 
tallow candle; 'i cubic feet per hour will 
equal 4 caudles; 3 feet per hour will equal 
10 candles, &c. 
Now IU candles, at 10 cts. 


per Ib., will cost 20 cts., and will each burn 
down in 5 hours, that is, 10 candles in 5 
hours will cost 20 cts.; whilst 3 cubic feet 
of gas per hour for 5 hours, or 15 cubic 
feet, at 4 mills per foot, will cost only 6 cts. 
The ratio, therefore, of tallow to gas is as 20 
to 0, or more-than 3 to 1. Thus it appears 
than we can have more than three times as 
much light for the same price, if we use gas 
instead of tallow. This is a mutter of vast 
importance not to families only, but espe- 
cially to shops, stores, churches, and public 
halls. 


Can Gettysburg have gas furnished to its 


citizens at a reasonable rate 1 It can. II 
the consumption ol' the whole town should 
be equal to 150 burners, each averaging 4 
cubic feel per hour, for 3 hours and 300 
nights in the year, more than half a million 
of cubic feet of gas would be consumed ; 
which at $4 per thousand, or 4 mills per 
foot, would defray the expenses of a compa- 
ny furnishing the gas and pay the interest 
on the investment. In none of the sur- 
rounding towns, with the exception of Ilar- 
risbnrg, is gas furnished at a lower rate than 
84 per thousand, and it has been even as 
high as 37 in two of those towns. 


If, therefore, 150 burners, averaging 3 


hours per night for 300 nights, can be se- 
cured, we shall, withiu a year from this 
time, enjoy the great luxury of having gas 
lit/lit to illuminate our dwellings, our shops, 
our stores, our churehes,our public halts,and 
our streets.
